Dr.' Jensen  Talks  on 
Community  Life 


“AVo  can  have  tho  kind  of  commun¬ 
ity  life  that  wo  want,”  was  tho  declar¬ 
ation  of  Dr.  Howard  E.  Jenson  of  tho 
department  of  sociology  at  tho  Univor- 
■sity  of  Missouri,  in  his  address  before 
tho  student  bodj’  and  somo  two  hundred 
mothers,  AVodnesday  morning,  April  30. 

Tho  chief  danger  to  tho  social  wel- 
f.'iro  of  .a  community,”  Dr.  Jenson  went 
on  to  saj’,  ‘‘is  the  belief  that  a  people 
can  remain  sound  without  education.” 
Nothing  is  so  all-inclusive  as  tho  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  absolutelj’  misinformed.” 

'In  1000,”  tho  sepakor  stated,  ‘‘the 
infant  mortality  was  iOO  per  thousand. 
Todaj''  it  is  loss  thaui  sovontj'  per  thous¬ 
and.  The  death  rate  of  twelve  per 
thousand  is  one-third  less  than  it  was 
thirt}’-  3’cars  ago.  And,  contrary  to  tho  j 
commou  belief,  juvenile  dolinquencj'  is 
ilso  decreasing,  'fheso  changes  arc  be¬ 
ing  brought  about  bj'  the  realization  of 
i  need  for  trained  nurses,  doctors,  and 
social  workers. 

‘Illness  and  uncmployeincnt,''  he 
continued,  ‘‘are  tho  principal  causes  of 
low  living  stadards.  Social  workers 


should  bo  measured  by  the  samc''8tnn 
(lards  ad  those  of  any  other  profession 
and  not  by  tho  evil  deed  of  quacks  and 
charlatans.  Tho  only  way  to  become 
an  authority  o  group  life  is  to  study  it 
first-hand.  Insanity  is  no  a  charncjtcris- 
tib  tAndcucy '(if  ndtile'acon'cd';  anil  llicU- 
mhu  should  not  have  been  rashly 
judged  by  the  sensational  accounts 
given  in  tho  newspapers.”  Such  were 
some  of  the  statements  made  by  Dr. 
Jens'en  in  his  effort  to  give  his  aud¬ 
ience  a  true  conception  of  social  work, 
its  problems  and  tho  things  it  is  trying 
to  do. 

In  concluding,  the  speaker  reiterated 
his  contention  that  if  you  want  com¬ 
munity  welfare,  you  can  have  it.  But 
it  must  bo  paid  for  generously,  sought 
after  wisely,  and  viewed  in  a  far- 
seeing  manner. 

Preceding  tho  lecture,  dovotional  ex¬ 
ercises  were  condneted  by  Dr.  Dildino, 
and  President  Lamkin  made  announce¬ 
ments  regarding  seating  at  asscmblj', 
the  entcrtainincnt  program,  and  the 
Short  course.  Following  the  lecture  the 
asscmblj-  was  adjourned.

Some  S.  T.  C.  History 


W:ilking  waS  at  one  time  a  neces¬ 
sary  form  of  amusouient  for  tho 
co-eds  of  tlio  Northwest  klissouri 
State  Teachers  College. 

Airs.  Leo  Patterson,  Ganister, 
Pennsylvanian,  who  attended  tho 
first  session  of  tho  College  in  190.1 
and  graduated  in  1909,  says  that 
students  wore  compelled  to  walk 
more  than  a  mile  to  get  from  one 
class  to  another. 

Tho  iiresont  administr.ation  buil¬ 
ding  was  at  that  time  under  con¬ 
struction.  Tlio  Maryville  Seminary, 
tho  seat  of  an  old  academy,  was  in 
tho  possession  of  the  College,  and 
as  many  classes  as  could  be  accom¬ 
modated  wore  liold  tliero.  Tliis  buil¬ 
ding,  which  was  razed  four  years 
ago,  stood  on  West  First  Street, 
at  the  summit  of  “Seminary  Hill.” 
President  Doerwester,  tlio  first 
president  of  tho  College,  had  his 
office  in  the  basement  of  tho  Car¬ 
negie  Library.  Tho  Training  School 
was  housed  on  West  Fourtli  Street 
in  wliat  is  now  tlio  Farm  Bureau 
office.  Classes  wore  liold  in  various 
u])stair  rooms  on  Main  Street  and 
West  Third  Street, 

It  was  necessary  to  allow  a  fif¬ 
teen  minute  recess'  between  classes 
to  givo  students  tlic  opportunity 
to  go  from  one  class  meeting  to 
another. 


Assembly  Speaker 
Tells  How  to  Fail 


Homo  lips  for  those  who  want  to  bo 
ifailures  were  given  in  an  address^  by 
Mr.  Milton  C.  'i’owncr,  professor  of  re¬ 
ligions  education  at  the  University  of 
Missouri,  before  tho  College  assembly 
Alonday  morning.  Tho  assembly  hist 
week  was  held  on  May  5,  instead  of  on 
Wednesday,  Aiay  7,  tho  regular  date. 

“Success,”  said  tlic  speaker  in  intro¬ 
ducing  hi.S  theme,  is  in  tho  desire  and 
I  he  thinking  of  everyone.  But  perhaps 
too  few  think  about  failure.”  Mr.  Tow¬ 
ner  thou  proceeded  to  givo  some  bits 
of  advice  which,  if  followed,  will  ovon- 
fnally  lead  to  failure. 

Tho  first  of  those  hints  oil  failuri3 
was  rationalization;  that  is,  finiling  .-i 
reason  to  do  wliat  one  wants  to  do 
after  ho  has  done  it.  Tho  second  means 
which  might  bo  employed  bj'  those  bent 
on  failure  is  making  excuses.  Tho  two 
favorite  recourses  taken  by  those  who 
make  excuses  aro  to  place  tho  blame  on 
other  persons  and  on  uncontrollable 
events. 

A  third  mctliod  of  bringing  failure 
on  one’s  shelf,  according  to  Mr.  Tow¬ 
ner,  is  to  d.ay  dream  instead  of  attempt¬ 
ing  to  meet  life  as  it  is. 

After  giving  some  common  recipes 
for  failure,  tlie  religious  educator  il¬ 
lustrated  with  a  par.ablc  as  to  what  it 
takes  to  make  a  success.  In  the  story 
two  men,  one  of  whom  helped  those 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  and  an¬ 
other  who  was'  not  considerate  of  oth¬ 
ers,  the  speaker  illustrated  what  must 
have  been  meant  by  the  verse  from  tho 
Bible,  “I  was  hungry  and  ye  fed  me, 
thirsty  nnd  yo  gave  me  drink,  naked 
and  ye  clothed  mo.” 

President 
Lanikin  who  presided  at  the  assembly 
mado  several  important  announcements.
